373- *Tis an Argument alſo, chat many perſons will ſuffer 
loſs in their Writings, or for want of Evidences unhappily 
loſt or caſually deſtroyed by Fire or ſome defe& therein— 


But fince from'the Figure of the Suns Ingreſs into any of * 
the Cardinal Points, nothing fo ſignificant a Judgment can *' 


be deduced of rhe general Contingences of mankind,as may 
be made from the Scheme of an Eclipſe of the Sun or Moon, 
or the Conjun&tion of the _ Planers,or the appearance 
of a Comet, &c. we ſhall therefore forbear all farther ſcru- 
tiny into this Figure of rhe World, and conſult the Pofirion 
of the Echpſe of the Sun (though not much of it viſible 
ro us) in regard jt falls in 'Aries, and: is much like the 
Scheme of the great Eclipſe in 1652, which fell in the ve- 
ry Degree of the Suns Exalration, and had ſtrange effe&ts,; 
but in r$51 the Sun was ccitpſed upon the 44) ſame Day 
. of the Month, and near the ſame hour, 1n the ſame Degree 
of the Ecliprick, as here in this. The Figure for the mid- 
dle time of the Eclipſe follows in the nexr page. 

Alrhough to us this may nct appear any conſiderable E- 
clipfe, yer ſince it falls in Aries, the great Digniries of the 
Sun, and the Aſcendant of Englana, (jt being the next 
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Poſtventional Lunarion after the Suns Ingrefs into Avies;) 


irs Effe&ts therefore'may'be the more worthy of our obſer- : 


vation Eſcuidus tells us thac an Eclipſe in Aries or Li- 
bra; In Sanfluariis, & in ſacris Religionibus, & Oratoriss, 
& Oficiis Net fieut in Legibus divinis. So that in thoſe 
Parts beyond the Sea, where Popery is maintained, many 
Diſputations will ariſe in rhetr SanRuaries and Religious

hid from our fight by interpoſition of the Body of the 
Moon, without ſame evil or prejudice approacfling nor is 


there any neceſſity we ſhould have recourle to the Writings 
of the Ancients in this matter, we have examples ſufficienc 
in our own Age, and freſhinour memory, to convince any 


perſon thercot—

Thoſe Eclipſes do mioſt terribly 
manifeſt- their Effe&s, or operate the moſt vigorouſly, 
which fall in the heart of Heaven. Proclus rms this 


Judgment , where he fays, Yebementiores Effettus ſunt in | 


ſublimi. &> medio Cali , magnam Sphere partem occupantes. 
The Effe&s of Eclipſes falling in the Midheaven are more 
vehement, as occupying a great part of the Sphere. The 
Middle of this Eclipſe falls in the Mid-heaven, or Tenth 
Houſe, and aſcends towards the Meridian; Now according 
to Its I and the Quality of its Effe&s, we ſay. 
they will be very great and famous, and perhaps violent, 
falling as ſudden as unexpetted—— Ir ſhould have notable 
Operation, and more eſpecially in the Courts of Princes, 
ec. 1n their Familics, Leagues, Treaties, Confederacies 
in their Nobles ; nay, the Nobility and Gentry are herein 
concerned ; alſo the Superior Officers in every Country, 
whether Servants to Kings or otherwiſe employed : A- 
monegſt ſuch Perſons there ſhould be much perverſeneſs of 
Spiric, Envy, Revenge, tedious Law-Suits, with many 0- 
ther enormiries 3 for the Eclipſe falls in a fiery violent Sign. 
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Amongſt the middle fort of people, or thoſe of an infertor * 
rank or degree, this Eclipſe portends much fraud and dou- : 
ble dealing 4n Bargains and private Contratts— Alſo many : 


Treaſurers, or Receivers of publick Money, now moſt juſt- 
ly queſtioned, and called ro an Account, to their great 
trouble and vexation ; and thar which aggravartes its Effects 
3s this, Mars is Ruler or Diſpoſer of the Eclipſe ir ſelf, and 
1 the Scheme is in Square to Saturn. The Engliſh Nation 


have the Sign Arzes for their Aſcendant, and therefore let” 


us obſcrye, That as often as any notable Eclipſe happens in 
thar Sign, or any eminent Conjundtion of the ſaper1or Pla- 
nets therein, we ſhall find cauſe to admire the wiſdome © 
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the Almighty, who thereby forewarns us, and lers us know 
what He intends near thoſe Times, either for our good or 
the contrary, nd this hath been experienced by divers pre- 
cedent Generations —— of 
Daſfipodins Aph. 58. hath theſe words, Ex Eclipſibus mag= 
n Ffeftus proveniunt. From the Influence of Eclipſesg 
grear and wonderful Effes do tucceed ; and thoſe perſons 
who may expe& to be ſenſible of the intiuence of chis E- 
clipſe are of no mean Quality, but Perſons of the higheſt 
and great Authority, as. Emperours, Kings, Prin-, 
ces, Dukes, and Magiſtrates in every Nation of Europe, for 
the Sun doth naturally ſignific ſuch, and the Moon 15 the 
general Significatrix of Women, and here of thoſe of the 
greateſt Quality, as Queens, Empreſſes , and other great 
Ladies variouſly diſtinguiſhed. | 
Now becauſe the Eclipſe falls in a Regal Sign and Houſe, 
and it has been obſerved that the greateſt and moſt ma- 
terial Changes in the World have always followed a grear 
Conjunion of the Superiors, or ſome eminent Eclipſe 
in the Fiery Trigon: Let us therefore conſider we are 


. now under the Dominion of the Fiery Trigon, which did 


commence 1603, and fo we ſhall continue above a hun- 
dred years, and therefore *tis no wonder to hear of great 
Alterations in the Kingdoms and Commonwealths of Furop:, 
certainly we may expe ſuch ſudden Changes in theſe our 
Times as former Ages can ſcarce parallel ; Many ſharp and 
bitrer Contentions ariſe originally from religious pretences 
or breach of Cuſtoms; Self-ends, next to the Decrees of 
Providence, being the only cauſe in every Mutation 
Theſe things and ſuch, AQtions are really of the nature of 
the Fiery Triplicity : Cornelzus Gemma writes thus there- 
of, Predominium Elements lgnti, aa Regis Civitatumque pre- 
ſeftos , rerum queque publicarum maximos motus deſignari , 
precipud vero ſeditiones populi, quinquam & mutationes le- 
gum magna ex parte (ſubſequuntuwr., The Predominion of 
the Fiery Element having influence over men, dorh defign 
Accidents to enſue unto Kings , Rulers of Commonweahhs 
and Cities 3; Eſpeci# relation it hath in manifeſting the 
Scdi>

Seditions or Uproars of people, and ever is accompanied 
wich Change of Cuſtoms, Laws and Ceremonies in Religj- 
on, with Schifms and Herefies, &*:. But tb return to our 
preſent Subje&t of the Eclipſe of the Sun. If we do but 
look back to former years we may diſcover what thoſe My- 
tations and Caraſtrophe's were, in ſeveral parts of the 
World, which followed immediately upon the Eclipſes of 
the Sun and Moon in Ar/es. In Year 1419, March 


26 (as Leovitius writes) there was a very horrible grear 
one 3 after which, Tumulrs ariſe m Bobemzz, and many o- / 


ther ſtrange Accidents,. as you may read ar large in 7/acþ- 
ſons Chronology. In the Year 1485 an Eclipſe of the 
Sun fell 11 6 Degrees of Aries, Que multa cumulauit mala, 
which ſtir'd up by ts fharp influence much wickedneſs, and 
- very ſtrange Overtures until x 530, and then upon the 29th 
of March, in 19 Degrees of Aries happened a very great 
Eclipſe ; the Governour of that Eclipſe was Mars, and he in 
Gemini, near the Bulk eye, a violent fiery fixed Star of 
evil Influence. Then did the famous City of Florence learn 
ſubje&ion, and the Clergy of - England run themſelves into 
a premunire, and many other things very conſiderable hap- 
pened about that time, as Hiſtory ar large relares. Bur to 
coine nearer to our Times. In the Year 1633 there was 
upon the 8th day of April a petty Eclipſe of the Sun, and 
only five Digits eclipſed, ; yet being in Ares, the 
thereof (rogerker with the concurrence of other material 
Configurations of the Planets, as Oppoſitions, Quadratures, 
Revolutions, Tranſits, &fc.) wefe vey memorable both in 
Engian1 and Germany, for about thart ti e was great 
Calamicjes in rhar Country; and jn Englazd the people 
were ſtrangely diſſarisfied ar the Ations and Counſels of 
rcheir Superiors. But in March 1652 there was an Eclipſe 
of the Sun in Ar#es, the greateſt rhis Age has beheld, which 
produced ſtrange Effetts in England; as are, yer freſh 
In oer memories. In the year 16552 there happened a bloo- 
- -dy Sca Fight berween the Engliſh and the Dutch, near the 
Iſle of Wight and Po1tiand, another Fight the ſame year 
in the Levant Seas. April the 1oth 1653, the Long Par» 
q- OP liameng 
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liament was diſſolved by the Army ; in Zune following there 
was another terrible Sea-Fight berween the Engliſh and the 
Dutch, and in 7uly the ſame year they engaged again, and 
the Diſpute was very deſperate,//an Trump was then ſlain, and 
the Dutch Fleet worſted; about thirty Men of War ſunk. 
and fired, and a thouſand Priſoners taken, with many 0- 
ther Accidents of Remark in this Nation, too large to be c- 
numerated in this place. Laſtly, as to the Diſeaſes porten- 
ded from this Edlipſe : In regard this Eclipſe doth appear 
in Aries, which ſignifies the Head ; therefore ſuch Diſeaſes 
of the Head, as Frenzies, Lethargies, Apoplexies, Mad- 
neſs, &c. may be greatly feared. Cornelius Gemma relates, 
upon. a great Eclipſe 1a Aries, Nunquam tot ſubito morbis "* 
Comitz4!ibis, Apoplefticis ſunt extinfti, &c. Never were fo 
many men ſo ſuddenly deſtroyed by the Falling Evil and A- 
popleRical Diſeaſes 3 as in that year there happened a great 
Eh ſe in Aries, Fluxes of Rheum diſtilled or feil from the 
head, as if they had been dropt fromthence with Sponges, 
ſuffocating the affiited Patient very ſuddenly, the vehe- 
mency of the Evil was encreaſed by the filent or mute ſpi- 
rit of fear jn the Sick, withour any torment , the Blood al-
